PEIPING, Dec. 25.—(UP)—The 
increasing tempo of penetration of 
|'Manchuria by Chinese Central gov- 
ernment troops indicated Tuesday 
they would take over Muk- 
den and Harbin from the Russians 
by New Year's Day. 

Chinese vernacular newspapers, 
including the influential Takug- 
pao, attributed the speedup to “a 
friendlier attitude on the part of 
the Soviets.” 

After the Nationalists took over 
Hsingking (Changchun) 
the weekend, the Chinese mayors 
of Mukden and Harbin who at- 
tended the ceremonies flew back 
to their cities accompanied by ex- 
perts, including Central Bank of-. 
ficials. 

The Republican Daily News re- 
ported Nationalist reinforcements | 
Hulutao from 
American transport ships have 
‘reached Chinhsien and marched 
‘northwest toward Mukden. 

Other press reports said Gen. 
Tu Li-Ming’s troops had fanned 
out around the northwest end of 
Liaotung gulf toward Yingkow, 
threatening that port which 
Chinese Communists hold oppo- 
site Hulutao. 

While Nationalists were gaining 
control in Manchuria, increasing 
Communist activity behind the 
lines continued.

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We Need Facts on Surplus War Property 


Several congressmen have promised to 


investigate reports of wanton destruction 
of surplus war property in the Southwest 
Pacific. The investigators will study accu- 
sations from various sources that dozens 
of vehicles and millions of dollars worth 
of material are being thrown into the sea 


or burned every day.

Why not a thorough investigation of the 


use and disposal of our surplus war prop- 
erty all over the world, including that in 
the United States? 


Our property disposal practices aren’t 
likely to provide a pretty picture. They 
didn’t after World War I. The public 
should know the policy concerning sur- 
plus war property and the reasons behind 
the policy. The public should inquire 
whether private concerns influence the 
policy to keep surplus war property off 


the market for fear of competition with 
peacetime production. 


The public lacks the facts about war 
goods. We know that production made 
the war machine efficient, whatever the 
costs or waste may have been. We know 
that the services kept a constant stream 
of supplies pouring to the war fronts. 
We know that the services waged cam- 
paigns to inspire the fighting men to save 
food and clothing or to keep vehicles in 
repair. But we are also hearing too many 
stories from ex-servicemen about whole- 
sale destruction of surplus war property 
after V-J Day. There are reports of trucks 
being dumped into the ocean, of mountains 
of film or paint brushes being burned, of 
leather jackets being destroyed. 


There is one way to know the whole 
story—require the services to publish an 
inventory of all goods the taxpayers’ 
money has purchased. The public then 
would know how the material was dis- 
posed of and how much remains on hand. 


The League Book on Atlanta Government 


The local League of Women Voters 
has rendered a genuine public service 
in preparing a brief but comprehensive 
booklet outlining the operation of Atlan- 
ta’s municipal government. 


The publication, prepared by the league 
in co-operation with the teachers of civics 
in the local school system, will be used 
as a text by ninth grade pupils and as

Free Press Clause in Treaties 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur has proposed, 
in a letter to Wilbur S. Forrest, chairman 
of the American Newspaper Editors’ Com- 
mittee on freedom of the press, that a 
clause relative to a free press be inserted 


in each treaty with an Axis country. 


The general, who has been a very 
strong man with censorship in the past, 
does not equivocate in his statement. He 


says there cannot be real freedom without 
an informed people enjoying a free press. 
He says, properly, propaganda newspapers 
are a danger. 


While we do not believe freedom of 
the press should be associated with relief 
to the hungry of Europe, we do think it 
proper and desirable that this guarantee 
be written into the peace treaties by the 
will and desire of those signing. 


Greater Benefits for the Veteran 


Greater benefits are assured under the 
revised GI Bill of Rights approved by con- 
gress. Single veterans who continue their 
education will receive $65 monthly instead 
of $50; married veterans will receive $90 
instead of $75. Veterans over 25 years of 
age no longer have to prove that their 
education was interrupted by the war. 
Furthermore, the amended bill provides 
that tuition payments will not come out 
of any future bonus. 


The GI Bill of Rights is the most for- 
ward step ever taken by the government 
in helping the veteran resume his educa- 
tion. The previous policy was to let the 
veteran shift for himself in college. 


That the GI bill was inadequate was 
apparent to every veteran going to school 
under the provisions of the bill. We could

Is Congress Just 
Mild About Harry? 


It is a favorite line of Washington wags to 

say of congress that it is “just mild about Harry.” 

Now that congress has gone home to shake 

hands, repair a few fences and listen to the personal grievances 

of their more formidable and largest campaign contributors, it is 

possible to estimate what congress has done for, and to, President 
Harry S. Truman. 


What emerges is a picture of the power of public opinion which 
is solidified in the international field. With it comes also the pic- 
ture of a people confused as to domestic problems, wistfully want- 
ing to “go back” to some distant day in the past when, presumably, 
all was sweetness and light and there were no “problems.” 


Congress gave Mr. Truman a spontaneous pledge of complete 
co-operation 17 hours after he took office. Yet an hour later the 
inevitable began. Congress began the always hopeless, because 
impossible, task of leading the nation. The pledge quickly was for- 
gotten as issues came forward which the congress knew were com- 
ing when they made the pledge. That pledge was meaningless 
because by its very nature congress cannot made a pledge on do- 
mestic issues. Congress cannot supply the quality of leadership. It 
acts on public demand. 

This is all very well and proper when public opinion is articu- 
late and sure. 

When it is confused congress is confused and thereby the nation 
sees the workings of its system of government which requires of 
the President that he suggest and initiate measures which, in his 
opinion, are best for the nation. 


Mr. Truman started out trying to be one of the boys and hoped, 
in vain as history could have told him, for complete co-operation. 

Mr. Truman, seeing this, has begun to fight back. He may take 
his case to the people. When he does he will get action from con- 
gress, support or defeat. All he has had to date has been delay 
and confusion. 


Congress, sensing the overwhelming will of the 
people, has approved participation in the United 
Nations Organization, a victory Woodrow Wilson could not win 
because the congress and the people were uncertain on the issue. 
Congress also promptly confirmed his delegates to that organi- 
zation. 

Alse granted were his requests for a single surplus property ad- 
ministrator and funds for UNRRA. This last victory was desperately 
needed and was somewhat grudgingly granted. Congress didn’t 
really wish to do it, but was afraid of public opinion and agreed. 

He got, in part, somewf the power to reorganize the government. 

He got extension of the war powers act to June 30 instead of a 
full year as asked. He got tax revision, but not what he wanted. 
He got liberalization of the GI Bill of Rights. 
Defeats Mr. Truman had. a number of measures which he 
labeled “must.” One was to maintain the U. S. Em- 
ployment Service as such and not turn it back to the states. Con- 
gress resorted to the unethical “rider” process and sent it back to 
the states. Truman courageously vetoed the entire bill in order 
to kill the rider. 

On his other “must” measures congress deliberately has delayed. 
These included the compulsory military training bill, labor disputes, 
fact-finding boards, a public health program and domestic control 
of atomic energy. 

All have been “deferred.” 

It was last May 28 Mr. Truman asked for unemployment com- 
pensation legislation. He has not gotten it. 

He asked for minimum wage increases. 
tinued in 1946. 

The hot political potato, the FEPC, has been taken over by the 
young Republicans seeking a political path away from the veterans 
with whom they have broken. It is sure to come to the floor. 

Mr. Truman has asked for a housing program. There has been 
no action. 

He asked for raises in congressional salaries and a pension plan, 
to be paid for by members. Congress has not acted. 

The Army-Navy merger will be a long, hard fight and the Navy 
may win its fight. 

There are many other legislative matters, many of them impor- 
tant, which have been put into the congressional mill by Mr. Tru- 
man. But no meal has been ground.

Health Dreams 
Are Coming True 


Dreams of better health for Georgia seem to 
3 . be coming true. Expansion of the public health 
service into all counties and improvement of our citizens’ health 
were termed major needs of the state a year ago by Gov. Arnall, 
Senate President Frank Gross and House Speaker Roy Harris as 
the 1945 legislature opened its session. The health department had 
just received the State Agricultural and Industrial Board's plans 
for broad expansion. 


The broad health development program expected to be launched 
by the spring session of the legislature, however, bogged down into 
a feud over conditions at the Alto tuberculosis sanatorium. The 
solons were critical of empty beds at the 500-patient sanatorium, 
while the health department asked funds to construct a chain of 
sanatoriums over the state. 

The entire picture has been changed since that time. 

Dr. Rufus Payne, of Atlanta, who drew up the plans for re- 
vamping the health department, was named superintendent of Alto 
sanatorium. The budget bureau turned loose some money. Within 
a very short time a legislative investigating committee reported 
much progress made at the sanatorium. The committee said more 
improvements are needed if Georgia is to fight tuberculosis. It 
recommended construction of another sanatorium and enlargement 
of the Alto staff. 

Now all that is on the verge of being changed. 

Georgia expects to get, virtually free of charge, a modernly 
equipped government hospital at Rome. This hospital, Battey 
General hospital, will house 3,000 patients. The hospital is divided 
so as to care for both white ard Negro patients. Unlike isolated 
Alto, Rome can attract doctors and technicians. This hospital is 
a permanent structure. It is large enough to take care of all the 
tuberculosis cases needing hospitalization. 

Indications that the legislature will applaud the State Health 
Department’s efforts to obtain this modern hospital are seen in 
the fact that a large committee of leading legislators recommended 
the action recently. House Speaker Roy Harris plans to ask the 
January legislature to appropriate one and one-half million dollars 
for the operation of this huge hospital. 

As soon as the hospital is put into operation, Health Commis- 
sioner T, F, Abercrombie says the state will launch an intensive 
case-finding survey to discover and treat all persons suffering from 
tuberculosis. 


General Hospitals There also was some disnereement at the 
the 


spring session of legislature over 
another proposal in the health expansion program. That was de- 
velopment of a general nospita! in each of the proposed nine health 
areas. Most of the discussion concerned finances. The financial 
angles probably will be solved by the federal government, thereby 
changing materially another picture on the health front. The United 
States senate has passed a federal aid bill that would send $16,000.- 
000 into Georgia over a five-year period for hospital construction, 
if Georgia would put up about $7,000,000. Members of the legis- 
lative investigating committee feel confident the state will put up 
sufficient money to get the fullest benefits of this federal money. 
This would place hospitals in the rural areas, thereby taking doctors 
and surgeons into the rural areas and thereby giving rural Geor- 
gians better health protection. 

Members of the budget bureau are turning attentive ears to the 
health board’s appeals for funds to strengthen its rural setups. 
Revised plans call for adding personnel and strengthening the 
present six district offices, until the department can grow into the 
nine-district health plan recommended by the planning board. 

A lot has been done since the Governor and the legislature and 
the health board labeied health development as Georgia’s No. 1 
need last year. A lot more probably will be done when the legis- 
lature convenes in January.

Those who ask, “If we can do it 
in war, why can’t we do it in 
peace?” must consider the follow- 
ing factors 

“Four years after the defense 
program got under way Ameri- 
cans were producing $200,000,000,- 
000 in goods and services—nearly 
twice the dollar total of 1940. ... 
The arsenal of democracy in 1944 
not only outproduced the Axis in 
combat munitions by more than 
90 per cent, but alone accounted 
for more than 40 per cent of the 
armament output of all bellig- 
erent nations.” 

Walker says, however, that 
$200,000,000,000 gross output 
should not be taken as a sort of 
par for postwar economy. “No 
man in his right senses,” he says, 
‘thinks it possible or desirable to 
' convert all the components of. that 
$200,000,000,000. 

PRICES EXPRESS PEAK 

| “First, it should be noted that 
the peak of $200,000,000,000 is ex- 
pressed in 1944 prices. Adjusted 
'to 1940 dollars, the gross national 
‘output amounts to approximately 
'$100,000,000,000. In short, the na- 
tion made an advance of 50 per 
cent over its $100,000,000,000 pre- 
war output. That is a lot, but it 
represents the reduction of the 
miracle by 25 per cent. 

“Second, in the war years we 
recklessly used up stocks, literally 
shooting away a vast proportion 
of... the largest iron source in 
the nation. We were equally reck- 
less with our remaining petroleum 
supply.” 

The long hours worked and the 
underage workers used in that 
time of necessity are other incon- 
'vertibles. “We mobilized our uni- 
versities to train men for war, 
thus incurring a deficit in doctors, 
lawyers, scientists, even engineers. 
— Lastly there was achieved 
under the War Manpower Com- 
mission a kind of full employment 
and regimentation that would be 
neither practical nor desirable un- 
der a free peacetime economy.” 

A better standard of measure 
'than war production, suggests the 
Fortune study, is the 60 per cent 
of U. S. economy that remained 
civilian. A look at the factories 
| that turned out shoes, flour, cloth, 
'etc., is more indicative than the 
| arsenals. 

RAYON INCREASE 
Rayon and its allied products 


" |\showed a 40 per cent increase be- 


‘tween 1939 and 1944. Woolens 
and worsteds improved 16 per 
cent, equaling the average prewar 
rate of increase for American in- 
dustry as a whole. 

“Most consumer industries, bur- 
dened by difficult priority prob- 
lems, showed increases up to the 
war and small percentage declines 
later.” 

Thus in the fields that are 
measurable (food, tobacco, can- 
ning, wearing apparel, etc.) “pro- 
ductivity continued its rise up to 
1942, fell slightly during the war 
'years, but never declined to the 
|1939 level.” 

Further optimism is expressed 
in the belief that most of the 
causes that decrease productivity 
(shortages of material, manpower, 
government red tape, migratory 
labor, war pressures and disloca- 
tions) have been liquidated. 

“Slack discipline in the shop 
and stoppages through strikes and 
quickies,” he points out, “are a 
continuing problem that manage- 
ment and labor must overcome. 
... But other factors that increase 
productivity, new machines and

I was a Global War veteran, hav- 
ing been discharged from the Ma- 
rines three months ago. I’ve 
heard about a preference rating 
for veterans who want to get a 
job with the Civil Service. Can 
you tell me anything about that? 


If you were honorably dis- 
charged, you are eligible for a 
five-point preference rating on any 
Federal Civil Service examination 
you take. It raises whatever rat- 
ing you get—adds five points to 
your score. Also, assuming you 
qualify properly, your name will 
go on the list of eligibles ahead 
of the names of non-veterans who 
have equal rating with you. 

If you have a service-connected 
disability, you get ten points— 
and your name goes up to the top

Question from L. M., New Or- 
leans: What’s the latest word on 
a possible bonus for veterans of 
World War Two? 


Afraid I can’t help you much 
there. Many bills have been in- 
troduced in congress which would 
give ex-Joes and Janes a bonus, 
but so far nothing has been done 
about them. Most of the bills 
would give each veteran a lump 
Sum payment, figured from the 
amount of service he put in, both 
in the states and overseas. 


The bonus question will have to 
be kicked around some more be- 
fore it gets mad enough to shout 
for a solution. 


Speaking of bonuses, did you 
see the piece in the paper about 
the twelve million dollars as yet 
unclaimed by veterans of World 
War I? It’s part of the bonus bond 
money voted by congress. The 
bonds were issued way back in 
1935 and matured last June. 
What’s the matter with these 
birds? Or are they right?

City: Can I get a GI loan to pur- 
chase a trailer home? Wodld that 
come under the home loan section 
of the GI bill? 


In these days of housing short- 
ages, it might be natural to think 
you could get such a loan and it 
would be a home loan. But a

a home loan can only be made 
in connection with the purchase 
or construction of a house on a 
piece of real estate—a lot. The 
lot must be owned by the veteran.

Babe Horrell, former coach of 

A Great Rose Bow! Team University of California at Los 

Angeles, is one of numerous coaches and sports writers who have 

written stories for Maxwell Stiles’ excellent history of the Rose 

Bowl. 

Horrell was coaching the Uclans when Geor- 
gia rode west to play in the Rose Bow! in 1943. 

Here is Horrell’s recollection of the Rose 
Bowl game that impressed him the most: 

“The Georgia team we met in the 1943 

Rose Bowl game was one of the strongest 

ever to play at Pasadena. The records 

made by Trippi and Sinkwich since the 
game bear the statement out. The Geor- 
gia linemen did the best down-the-field 
blocking I have ever seen in the Rose 

Bowl and I’ve seen them all except Stan- 

ford-Notre Dame. Poschner and Davis 

were outstanding ends. 

“I think we did a pretty good job holding a team like that to 
nine points. Chuck Fears at tackle saved several possible touch- 
downs by his great play. Dougherty was an outstanding center and 
our two guards, Lescoulie and Sparlis, were well above average. 
Our best boy was Solari. Waterfield did not have one of his good 
days. (Georgia rushed him off his feet.) 

“We made the longest run and the longest pass of the 
game. It’s interesting to recall that in the entire first quarter 
except for the kickoff there wasn’t one kicked ball. It was 
all pass interceptions or ball lost on downs.” 

It is a lingering impression among those who saw the game on 
the rim of the Arroya Seco that Georgia would have won by a 
much larger score had it not been for the fact that Coach Wally 
Butts, cognizant of the fact that 93,000 had paid to see Georgia’s 
star, Sinkwich, cross the goal line, even though he had injuries 
to both legs 

Georgia is now going to Houston for Coach Butts’ third bowl 
game in seven years. Tulsa is to be the opponent on New Year's 
Day—and the Bulldogs have never lost in a bowl. 


Inspires Poetic Lines In writing of the Georgia-U. C. L. A. 


game, Stiles opens with a famous 
classical quotation— 


“When shall we three meet again 
In thunder, lightning or in rain? 
When the hurlyburly’s done, 

When the battle’s lost and won.” 

“Tt is not a tale of the Three Witches now. Duncan, let us hope, 
is in his grave; the weird sisters, at their caldron, are brewing a 
new synthetic, and Macduff no more lays on. 

“And yet, on this warm summer's eve this 30th of August, 

1945, there is a strange reunion. It is a story of three men, 

who, two and a half years before, shared a major role in 

the glory that goes with the Rose Bowl victory... 

“The three men are ‘Fireball’ Frankie Sinkwich, Charlie Trippl 
and George Poschner, all of the University of Georgia. 

“On New Year’s Day, 1943, these three men, with considerable 
help from Van and Lamar Davis, right end and right halfback, re- 
6pectively, and from Willard (Red) Boyd, a sub tackle who has 
blocked a punt for an automatic safety, have contributed the most 
toward Georgia’s 9-to-0 victory over U. C. L. A. It is the first 
Pasadena game won by a southern team in eight years. 

“Sinkwich, in and out of the game six times while nursing 

as best he may two sprained, swollen and pain-wracked 

ankles, has scored the game’s only touchdown. Trippi, the 

sensational sophomore, has been the star, one of the brightest 

in all the Rose Bow! firmament. Poschner has been a smash- 

ing power at left end, a brilliant pass receiver, a vital cog in 

his team’s offense and defense. 

“It is a time for rejoicing in Dixie. But when shall these three 
meet again—Sinkwich, Trippi anl Poschner. 

“The scene changes to the humid night of August 30, 1945. 

“It is a bed at the Lawson General hospital in Atlanta, a great 
white bed, an honored bed, a bed that is a little bit of America, 
her colors flying in the intent face of the young man who smiles 
and jabbers eagerly as he listens to a radio broadcast of the 
game being played at Soldiers’ Field in Chicago. The College All- 
Stars are playing the Green Bay Packers in the annual game spon- 
sored by Arch Ward and the Chicago Tribune... 


Amazing Triangle It is a game in which Sgt. Charlie Trippi, 


of the University of Georgia, plays so well 

that 200 of the 206 attending newspapermen vote that he is the 
Outstanding player of the All-Star squad. And it is a game between 
the halves of which Pvt. Frankie Sinkwich, of the University of 
Georgia, receives from Commissioner Elmer Layden a huge and 
beautiful trophy that says the Fireball was the Most Valuable 
Player of the National Football League for 1944. 

“As the radio blares out the story of how Sinkwich re- 
ceives his trophy, the young man on the bed fumbles for a 
medal that has been lying on a little table beside the radio. 
Attached to the medal there is a ribbon with a broad blue 
band down its middle, edged on either side by a pin-stripe 
of white and a slightly wider one of blue. 

“This is the Distinguished Service Cross, the nation’s second 
highest military decoration. 

“It, too, is a newly won trophy. As new as the one just handed 
Sinkwich. and as new as the award just being voted Trippi—for 
on this very day, this Aug. 30, 1945, it has been presented by Brig. 
Gen. William L. Sheep, commander of Lawson General hospital, to 
the man on the bed. 

“It has been presented for gallantry in action in the Battle 
of the Bulge. There, at Kolhutte, France, on the 8th of Janu- 
ary, 1945, at the end of a one-man charge in which he killed 
20 Germans, Lt. George W. Poschner, of the University of 
Georgia, lay unattended on a frozen battlefield for two days. 
(He had a bullet wound in the head and the attendant who 
had gone out to bring him in was killed.) 

“Now he lies here with both legs and part of his right hand 
gone, but with his memories and his plans for the future verdant 
in his mind. Perhaps with a grim grin of irony he recalls how 
two sprained and swollen ankles had kept Fireball Frankie from 
tearing the U. C. L. A. line apart, but did not prevent him from 
completing three passes or from scoring the game’s only touch- 
down. Perhaps he recalls how it was the Sinkwich ankle injuries 
that had given Charlie Trippi the chance to make his mark. 

“But what is more likely is that in the grim remembering, the 
young man on the bed resolves that what Sinkwich did that New 
Year's Day on two bad ankles, he, George Poschner, will do in the 
hard days to come on those mechanical legs the docs have prom- 
ised soon will be his. He'll not be doing it on a football field, but 
somewhere along the way of life this young hero will be winning 
his letter. (Poschner, Trippi and Sinkwich held a reunion in 
Athens last week.) 

“It is doubtful if any team ever had two better backs than 
the combination of Sinkwich and Trippi. The latter hadn’t 
been given much chance to star in earlier games because 
Coach Wally Butts had built his entire offense around Flat- 
foot Frank. Butts was most fortunate to have a reserve like 
Trippi to fall back upon when Sinkwich came to Pasadena 
in condition to play and was injured in practice. As Braven 
Dyer (Los Angeles Times) wrote: ‘It is difficult to imagine 
what might have happened to the Westwood lads had Fire- 
ball Frankie been physically sound.’ ” 

It is a beautiful tribute that Maxwell Stiles has written in his 
great history of Rose Bow! football. 

And now another fine southern representative, Alabama, is mov- 
ing into Pasadena to play Southern California, a team that has 
won seven straight games in the Rose Bowl and never has been 
beaten in the famous football classic.

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BRIGHT FUTURE FOR TIMBER 


In the rising industrialization of the South, interest is 
centering ever more closely on our forests. Use of our tim- 
ber supplies, which rose 20 per cent during the war, promises 
to be sustained or even increased as the pent-up demands of 
peace are felt. Our 220,000,000 wooded acres have for years 
supplied the nation with more than 40 per cent of its lum- 
ber.

Use of Cold Frame To Save 
Time for Busy Planters 


By W. ELBRIDGE FREEBORN 
During January, which is a comparatively quiet month in the 


outdoor garden, much time and 


money may be saved by the use 


of a cold frame. A great many people put off this work until Feb- 


ruary when there is so much to 
proper planting of these seeds is 

Fill your cold frame with veg- 
etable and flower seeds at once. 
If it happens that you haven't a 
cold frame and do not care to 
build one, but have space exposed 
to the sun, fill this space with 
seed boxes. 

There are a number of things 
that should be started at this time 
in a cold frame or seed box. In 
the line of vegetables you may 
start onions, cabbages, peppers, to-

‘tender annual flower seeds may 
‘be started in this same manner. 
‘These will include zinnias, mari- 
'golds, cosmos, petunias, snapdrag- 
ons, baby’s breath, lantana, phlox, 
salvia, verbena, vinca and dozens 
of the other annual flowers. 
SAVING TIME 

The two lists of seeds we have 
outlined for use in cold frames 
should not be planted out of doors 
until late in March or early in 
April. By planting the seeds at 
'this time, there will be more than 
a raonth’s time saved and your 
flowers will be in bloom least 
that much earlier than they will 
by planting them at the proper 
time out of doors. It is not un- 
common for zinnia plants to sell 
for as much as one dollar a dozen 
during April, so it is evident that 
a great deal of money will be 
saved by following this method of 
hurrying the blooming period 
along. 

A cold frame is a very simple 
‘thing to construct if it so happens 
‘that you are not blessed with one 
‘at the present time. Make the 
‘sides of the cold frame of 12-inch 
planks, usually using two or three 
of these held together by a cou- 
ple of two-by-fours. Dig a _ hole 
the shape of the frame to a depth 
of three feet, place the sides of

The top of the coid frame is 
best covered with glass, a cheaper 
method just as satisfactory is the 
use of some glass substitutes that 
are manufactured for this particu- 
lar purpose. These will seldom 
last more than one or two sé€a- 
sons, but the cost is very low and 
after considering the breakage 
‘bound to occur in use of glass, 
it will still be much 
even in the long run. 


These cold frames need not be! 


large for the use of the average 
family garden. One that is three 
feet wide and six feet long will 
probably hold all of the vege- 
tables and flowers necessary for 
most any family. 

If your garden is already crowd- 
ed for space, and a great many 
of our gardens are more. than 
crowded, you may not care to de- 
vote sufficient space to a cold 
frame. It may happen that there 
is available a room that is not 
being used at the present time. 
If this happens to be the case, 
and after you have made a col- 
lection of boxes from _ various 
sources, you are all set for a de- 
partmentized cold frame. Each 
box used for a different kind of 
flower or vegetable seed. Anoth- 
er fine spot for this collection of 
boxes is the basement. Particular- 
ly if there are windows facing to- 
wards the south. Build a shelf 
about four feet wide before each 
of the windows and place these 
boxes on this shelf so that they 
may enjoy all of the sun possible. 
VEGETABLE SEEDS 

Lettuce may be started in the 
cold frame and in this section of 
the south the two varieties most 
commonly used are Iceberg and 
Big Boston. Iceberg is an exceed- 
ingly crisp and tender variety,

Other good varieties to be 
planted in this section are early 
Jersey Wakefield, the ‘large late 
Drumhead type, Centennial Flat 
Dutch and Early Summer. 

The favorite onion is Crystal 
Wax Bermuda. This white skin, 
sweet Bermuda onion, planted 
from seeds in the cold frame at 
this time, will mature during the 
summer, probably in July and Au- 
gust, and may be used at that 
time or dried for winter use. 
These onions are also delicious 
pulled from the garden in April 
rand used as “green onions.” 

Next week we expect to devote 
a column to varieties of tomatoes 
that may be planted in the cold 
frame now. 

ABOUT ZINNIAS 

Of the flower seeds to be plant- 
ed in the cold frame now, none 
will be as widely planted as the 
common zinnia. Perhaps no great- 
er compliment may be paid the 
zinnia than to refer to it as the 
“common zinnia” for this means 
that it is more than universal and 
is universally satisfactory. In the 
last few years much work has 
been done in improving various 
strains of zinnias until really those 
of today are hardly related to the 
zinnias of even two or three years 
ago. Ten years ago we had little 
selection other than the Robusta 
type zinnia while today we may 
select from among the larger flow- 
ered type California Giant, Dahlia 
Flowered and the newer types in- 
cluding Pompon, Tom Thumb, 
Fantasy, Scabious Flowered, Pico- 
tee and Cut-and-Come-Agains. The 
Tom Thumbs might well be called 
tiny Pompons, and the next in size 
is the Pompons or baby zinnia, 
followed by the Cut-and-Come- 
Again, Fantasy, Picotee, California 
Giant, and the largest of all, Dah- 
lia Flowered. 

Other flowers that may be 
planted in January in cold frames 
are Annual Dianthus, Crotalaria, 
English Daisy, Candytuft, Calen- 
dula, Brownalia, Snapdragons, 
Alyssum and Ageratum, Early 
Marigolds but not the fall varie- 
ties, Moon flowers and Morning 
Glories. Try a few Nasturtiums 
for early blooming, and Petunias, 
Salvia, Tithonia and Torenia.

A town may be = so 
small it does not appear on maps 
or it may be a town without street 
names, or streets given without 
towns. All these things add to the 
trouble of the bureau’s personnel, 

The work of these people be- 
comes a gigantic task when all 
else fails and they go into the| 
field in an endeavor to find out 
for themselves. They look up the 
house where the missing person 
was known to have resided, talk 
with town officials, the postman 
and neighbors. Usually somebody 
remembers something which leads 
them further, sometimes only to a 
grave, but even this information 
can soothe an aching, unknowing 
heart.
